COIN  LEGENDS  II 
by  David  Block 

A recent  price  list  offered  a specimen  of  "the  world's  first  dated 
coin".  The  coin  offered  was  a half  thaler  bearing  the  date  1484. 
This  coin  is  a lesser  known  relative  of  the  1484  thaler  which  is 
sometimes  billed  as  the  first  crown.  Considering  the  fact  that 
Arabian  coins  were  regularly  dated  in  the  seventh  century  A.D.,  we 
can  see  that  the  above  claim  is  unjustified.  But  the  Arabic  coins 
aren't  the  first;  although  dated  Greek  and  Roman  coins  are  not  com- 
mon, examples  do  exist.  Particularly  common  are  those  from  Roman 
Egypt  under  the  Emperors;  following  the  example  of  the  Ptolemies, 
they  bear  Greek  letter  showing  the  reign  year  in  which  they  were 
minted. 

Those  who  have  attended  one  of  the  past  few  ANA  conventions  may  have 
seen  a display  on  Anno  Domini  dated  coins,  from  which  we  learn  that 
the  first  coin  known  to  bear  a date  in  our  present  system  was  pro- 
duced in  the  late  thirteenth  century.  The  half  thaler  and  thaler 
mentioned  above  are  a couple  of  hundred  years  too  late.

DESIGNS  ON  THE  REVERSES 
OF  CYPRUS  COINS

(Ed.:  This  article  originally  appeared  in  the  3rd  Volume  (1972)  of 

the  Cyprus  Numismatic  Society's  Numismatic  Report  and  is  being  re- 
printed with  the  permission  of  the  author  and  the  Society.) 

On  17  September  1900,  a Proclamation  issued  by  H.  M.  Queen  Victoria 
declared  inter  alia,  the  only  silver  coins  that  were  to  be  legal 
tender  in  Cyprus.  This  was  to  put  an  end  to  twenty-two  years  of  use 
of  English  silver  in  the  island,  in  the  absence  of  coins  especially 
struck  for  Cyprus. 

The  above  Proclamation  was  published  in  the  Cyprus  Gazette  on  6 Feb- 
ruary 1901,  together  with  a Proclamation  issued  by  the  High  Commis- 
sioner dated  3 January  1901,  which  made  arrangements  for  the  with- 
drawing from  circulation  of  the  coin  which  were  no  longer  a legal 
tender. 


The  new  coins  arrived  late  in  January  1901  but  prior  to  that  date, 
on  9 January  1901,  it  was  made  public  that  the  English  silver  used 
until  then,  would  be  exchanged  for  the  new  coinage  until  30th  April 
1901. 


There  were  four  denominations  of  the  new  coinage:  18  piastres,  9 

piastres,  4-l/2  piastres  and  3 piastres.  With  the  exception  of  the 
3 piastres  coin,  which  on  the  reverse  had  a large  3 with  a crown  over 
it  in  a beaded  circle,  the  other  three  denominations  had  a shield 
with  a lion  rampant  in  the  centre,  with  a scroll  bearing  the  word 
CYPRUS  and  a crown  above  it. 

The  lion,  which  was  the  central  figure  of  the  design,  is  one  of  the 
subjects  of  this  note.  A lion  in  exactly  the  same . position,  appears 
on  almost  all  the  coins  of  the  Lusignan  Kings.  Sometimes  it  appears 
within  a large  beaded  circle  on  the  reverse,  like  in  the  case  of 
Henry  II  coins  (First  Period  - I285-I3IO),  and  sometimes  the  same 
lion  rampant  appears  on  the  obverse  as  in  the  Amaury  coins  ( 1304- 
1310  - Reigned  between  Henry's  First  and  Second  Periods).  In  the 
above  mentioned  examples  the  lion  is  large  and  distinct,  and  quite 
detached  from  all  other  ornaments.  However,  on  some  of  the  Amaury 
coins  the  lion  is  smaller  and  it  is  contained  in  a shield. 

On  coins  of  later  kings,  the  lion  is  smaller  still,  either  alone  or 
in  shields,  on  the  obverse  or  the  reverse,  but  always  rampant,  in 
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which  position  it  was  portrayed  on  the  first  modem  silver  coinage  of 
Cyprus  600  years  after  its  introduction  by  the  Lusignan  Kings. 

This  design  continued  to  appear  un- 
interruptedly on  all  the  silver 
coins  issued  between  1901  and  1928 
(Edward  VII,  l8  piastres  and  9 
piastres  dated  1907;  George  V,  l8 
piastres  1913  and  1921,  9 piastres 
1913,  1919  and  1921,  and  4-1/ 2 
piastres  1921) . The  designer  was 
George  William  de  Saulles,  Chief 
Engraver,  Royal  Mint,  London. 

The  year  1928  marked  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  British  rule  in 
Cyprus.  Sir  Ronald  Storrs,  the  Governor  at  the  time,  in  his  effort 
to  give  Cyprus  some  publicity  made  arrangements  for  the  striking  of 
a crown  piece  to  commemorate  the  anniversary.  This  was  the  first 
commemorative  coin  to  be  struck  for  a British  Colony.  It  was  of  the 
value  of  45  piastres  and  for  the  first  time  since  the  introduction  of 
silver  coins  in  Cyprus,  it  deviated  from  the  Lusignan  pattern,  by 
introducing  a design  from  an  even  earlier  occupant  of  the  island, 
Richard -Coeur  de  Lion. 


The  design  was  not  strange  to  Cyprus.  Soon  after  the  annexation  of 
the  island  in  1914,  a form  of  badge  had  to  be  found  for  the  Governor. 
What  more  adequate  could  they  have  chosen  than  the  two  lions  passant 
gardant  from  the  standard  of  King  Richard,  the  first  British  monarch 
to  occupy  the  island.  Indeed  Richard’s  connection  with  Cyprus  was 
more  than  that.  Here  he  also  celebrated  his  marriage  to  Queen  Beren- 
garia  during  that  expedition  to  the  Holy  Land. 


When  eventually  the  crown  piece  came  to  be  struck  in  commemoration 
of  the  silver  anniversary  of  British  rule,  it  was  decided  that  those 
very  lions  which  700  years  before  had  appeared  on  Richard’s  standard 
and  which  now  were  the  symbol  of  the  colony,  should  be  portrayed  on 
the  reverse  of  this  commemorative  crown.  The  designer  was  Kruger 


Gray. 


During  the  reign  of  George  V this 
design  only  appeared  on  the  45  pi- 
astres coin.  Later  however,  during 
the  whole  of  the  reign  of  Geroge 
VI  (1937-1952)  the  lions  appeared 
regularly  on  the  reverse  of  the 
ordinary  coins  (l8  and  9 piastres 
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1933  and  1940,  4-l/2  piastres  1933,  2 shillings  and  one  shilling, 

1947  and  1949). 

In  1955  decimalization  was  introduced  to  Cyprus  and  with  it  a new 
type  of  coins.  The  new  coins  continued  to  bear  on  the  obverse  the 
effigy  of  the  reigning  monarch  but  their  reverses  changed  completely. 
The  Lusignan  and  Richard  symbols  gave  way  to  designs  symbolic  of 
ancient  Cyprus  typifying  agriculture,  mining  and  trade.  Five  denom- 
inations of  coins  were  struck:  100,  5 0 ; 25,  5 and  3 mils.  The  re- 

verses to  all  were  designed  by  W.  M.  Gardner. 

The  reverse  of  the  100  mils  coin  portrayed  a sailing  ship  and  it  was 
taken  from  a painting  on  a jug  found  in  Cyprus;  the  design  represent- 
ed the  island's  trade. 


That  of  the  50  mils  coin  bore  a "Symbolic  Tree"  from  a Mycenean 
ivory  found  at  Engomi,  near  Salamis  and  it  represented  the  forest 
wealth  of  Cyprus.  The  chevrons  at  the  side  of  the  tree  were  taken 
from  many  Mycenean  vases  found  in  Cyprus. 


A stylised  bull's  head  was  the  reverse  of  the  25 
mils  coin.  The  design,  which  represented  agri- 
culture, was  taken  from  a Greek  coin  found  at 
Soli. 

All  of  the  three  coins  above  were  made  of  cupro- 
nickel. 


The  5 and  3 mils  coins  were  made  of  copper.  The  reverse  of  the  5 
mils  coin  bore  the  figure  of  an  ingot  bearer,  taken  from  a bronze 
panel  found  at  Curium.  It  represented  the  mineral  wealth  and 
mining  industry  of  Cyprus. 


That  of  the  3 mils  coins,  portrayed  a fish.  The  design  was  taken 
from  an  iron  age  vase  in  the  Cyprus  Museum  and  represented  the  sea 
surrounding  the  island. 


These  were  the  last  coins  of  the  British  rule  in  Cyprus.  Sometime 
after  the  independence,  early  in  1963;  Cyprus  introduced  its  own 
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coinage.  The  young  republic  had  adopted  the  existing  decimal 
system  and  with  the  exception  of  changing  the  3 mils  for  a 1 mil 
coin,  all  other  denominations  remained  as  before. 


In  the  new  series  the  emblem  of  the  republic  replaced  the  Queen's 
head  on  the  obverse  and  the  reverses  were  as  follows: 


100  mils  - A moufflon,  or  wild  sheep  (Ovis  Orientalis),  an 
animal  which  has  lived  in  the  forests  of  Cyprus 
since  Neolithic  times. 

50  mils  - A bunch  of  grapes;  Cyprus  is  one  of  the  oldest 
vine-growing,  wine-producing  countries  in  the 
world  and  grapes  form  one  of  the  island's  main 
products . 


25  mils  - A branch  and  cone  of  the  Cedar  pine  (Cedrus  brevi- 
folia),  a species  unique  to  Cyprus.  It  is  a pro- 
tected tree  and  it  may  not  be  felled  or  mutilated. 

5 mils  - A ship,  based  on  a painting  on  a jug  found  in  Cyprus 
(similar  to  the  one  on  the  reverse  of  the  100  mils 
coin  of  1955) • 

1 mil  - The  numeral  "1"  within  a wreath  formed  from  two  ears 
of  barley. 

Again,  all  the  new  designs  were  prepared  by  W.  M.  Gardner  of  the  Royal 
Mint,  London. 

In  response  to  an  invitation  of  the  Food  and  Agricultural  Organisation 
of  the  United  Nations,  extended  to  all  countries  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  food  production  and  providing  a common  medium  through 
which  all  Governments  can  again  demonstrate  their  intention  of  facing 
up  to  the  world  food  and  development  challenge,  Cyprus  issued  in 
1970  a 500  mils  coin  of  crown  size. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  modem  coinage  of  Cyprus, 
the  designer  of  the  coin  was  a Cypriot,  Mr.  Antis  Joannides  of 
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Nicosia.  The  Engraver  was  W.  M.  Gardner  and  it  was  struck  at  the 
Royal  Mint,  London. 


The  coin  bears  on  the  obverse  a double  cornucopia,  taken  from  an 
ancient  Cyprus  coin  of  Ptolemy  II  the  Philadelphos  (271-246  B.C.), 
representing  the  abundance  of  goods.  The  reverse  portrays  a youth 
offering  with  pride  and  satisfaction  a basket,  full  of  various  fruits 
grown  in  Cyprus,  taken  from  a mosaic  of  2nd  Century  A.D.  found  at 
Lamboussa,  in  the  north  of  Cyprus. 

In  the  70  years  of  coin  life  of  Cyprus  described  above,  an  interest- 
ing variety  of  coins  can  be  shown.  People  with  artistic  vision, 
and  circumstances,  brought  about  pleasant  changes  at  intervals  as  to 
keep,  above  all,  the  collector  happy. 

Apparently  this  tradition  is  followed  by  the  Central  Bank  of  Cyprus 
which  is  now  the  issuing  authority.  A little  something  every  now 
and  then  would  be  a great  something  in  a collector’s  life.

REX  A.A.D.LOTH0VEN0SAL0  This  is  an  abbreviation  of  his  formal 
title,  Francis  the  Second,  emperor  elect  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire, 
always  august,  hereditary  emperor  of  Austria,  King  of  Germany,  of 
Jerusalem,  of  Hungary,  of  Bohemia,  of  Dalmatia,  of  Croatia,  of 
Slavonia,  of  Galicia  and  of  Ladomeria,  Archduke  of  Austria,  Duke  of 
Lorraine,  of  Venice,  of  Salzburg,  of  Styria  and  of  Krain,  Grand  Duke 
of  Transylvania,  Margrave  of  Moravia,  Duke  of  Wurtemberg,  of  Upper 
and  Lower  Silesia,  of  Parma,  of  Piacenza,  of  Guastalla,  of  Osvecinia 
and  of  Zatoria,  Prince  of  Swabia,  of  Eichstadt,  of  Passau,  of  Trieste,

BUNDI  and 
KOTAH  Coins 

by  Richard  K.  Bright,  Robesonia,  Pennsylvania 

Bundi  was  an  Indian  Native  State  in  southeast  Rajputana  which  in  1891 
had  a population  of  295*675  and  an  area  of  2,225  square  miles.  Its 
rulers  were  descended  from  Manik  Rai,  the  Ajmere  king  who  fought  a- 
gainst  the  Muhammadans  in  their  first  invasion  of  India  in  685  AD. 

Rao  Deva  founded  Bundi  city  in  I3A2.  In  the  16th  century,  Rao  Surjun 
was  given  the  title  Rao  Raja  of  Bundi  by  Akbar.  The  state  of  Kotah 
was  formed  out  of  the  southeastern  part  of  Bundi  in  the  17th  century 
and  Jhalawar  was  broken  off  from  Kotah  in  1837* 

The  pre-Victorian  coins  of  Bundi  and  Kotah  are  markedly  similar  and 
have  frequently  been  incorrectly  attributed  in  the  literature.  One 
of  the  earliest  writers  on  the  coins  of  these  states  was  William 
Wilfrid  Webb  in  "The  Currencies  of  the  Hindu  States  of  Rajputana" 
which  was  originally  published  in  1893  but  is  currently  available 
in  a 1972  reprinted  version.  Webb  was  a pioneer  in  a previously  un- 
explored area  and  his  book  is  an  important  addition  to  the  library  of 
any  collector  of  Indian  coins  but  in  describing  and  illustrating  the 
coins  of  Bundi  and  Kotah,  he  was  largely  incorrect. 

Both  states  struck  coins  in  the  names  of  the  last  three  Mughul  Emper- 
ors: Shah  Alam  II,  1759-1806  AD;  Muhammad  Akbar  II,  1806-1837  AD; 

and  Bahadur  Shah  II,  1837-1857  AD.  On  the  reverse,  these  coins  in- 
variably have  a triple  bow  knot  to  the  right  of  the  emperor’s  regnal 
year,  all  three  loops  of  the  bow  are  rounded.  The  coins  of  the  last 
two  emperors  and  a few  of  the  coins  of  Shah  Alam  II  have  an  addition- 
al symbol  to  the  left  of  the  regnal  year  which  is  supposed  to  repre- 
sent a flower  and  looks  like  a multi- spiked  triangle  on  a stemmed 
base.  Tne  dies  for  these  coins  had  the  mint  names  in  Persian  script 
at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse  but  only  rarely  was  enough  of  the  name 
impressed  on  the  coins  to  be  legible.  It  is  now  believed  that  Kotah 
coins  can  be  definitely  distinguished  from  those  of  Bundi  by  the  ad- 
dition of  a third  reverse  symbol  placed  below  the  triple  bow  knot 
which  is  a square  cross  consisting  of  four  triangles  with  points 
facing  inward.  This  symbol  is  occasionally  found  on  the  obverse  and 
always  is  present  on  the  obverse  as  a central  mark  on  the  Victoria 
coins  of  this  state. 

Nasrana  or  presentation  rupees  struck  on  broad  planchets  are  known  in 
the  name  of  Muhammad  Akbar  II  and  Bahadur  Shah  II  for  Bundi  and  the 
latter  ruler  plus  Queen  Victoria  for  Kotah „ Square  rupees  are  known 
for  most  Bundi  types  and  are  considerably  scarcer  than  those  struck 
on  round  flans.  Bundi  paisas  in  the  name  of  Shah  Alam  II  are  round 
and  usually  well  executed  while  the  l/2  and  full  paisas  in  the  name 
of  Muhammad  Akbar  II  are  almost  always  square  poorly  stamped  pieces. 
The  paisa  is  rarely  found  on  a round  planchet.  Pre-Victorian  Kotah 
coppers  are  so  far  unknown  although  Webb  lists  one  in  the  name  of 
Shah  Alam  II  but  illustrates  it  with  a Jhalawar  paisa  so  his  listing 
is  suspect.

In  the  following  brief  descriptions  of  the  pre-Victorian  coins  of  the 
two  states,  the  coin  types  are  given  the  Craig  numbers  which  will  be 
used  in  the  3ra  edition.  Numbers  for  Plate  VIII  in  Webb  are  also 
given,  where  applicable,  and  it  will  be  noted  by  those  who  have  a 
copy  of  his  book  available,  that  some  of  his  attributions  are  no 
longer  valid.  Known  regnal  years  are  given  only  for  Bundi  coins; 
there  is  insufficient  information  to  treat  the  Kotah  listing  similar- 
ly- 


The  coins  all  have  the  same  common  reverse  legend;  it  is  the  obverse 
which  is  important  in  differentiating  between  the  coins  in  the  names 
of  the  three  Mughul  rulers.

similarities  between  the  coins  of  the  two  states  ended  in  1857 
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with  the  exile  of  the  Mughul  Emperor.  Bundi  instituted  a new  and 
distinctive  coin  type  with  English  legends  and  the  Christian  date  on 
the  obvserse  and  Nagari  legends  and  Samvat  date  on  the  reverse. 

These  are  shown  in  Yeoman  as  numbers  1-6.  Meanwhile  Kotah  began  to 
issue  coins  with  the  name  of  Queen  Victoria  in  Persian  legends.  The 
old  reverse  formula  was  retained. 

Some  of  the  Nagari  numerals  are  written  differently  than  usual  on 
the  Victorian  and  later  Bundi  coins,  as  follows:

Many  collectors  have  wondered  what  it  would  take  to  complete  a col- 
lection of  world  coinage  of  all  periods  of  history  in  which  one  coin 
from  each  country  was  represented.  Lists  of  coin-issuing  nations 
have  been  published  previously,  but  seldom  are  the  Oriental  nations 
listed  in  these  lists  in  any  comprehensive  fashion. 

In  the  Orient,  the  "nations"  have  been  dynastic  and/or  tribal  in 
nature.  The  boundaries  of  the  Islamic  states  up  to  the  present  cen- 
tury or  a little  earlier,  were  seldom  fixed  as  they  are  today.  The 
Islamic  ruler  held  certain  cities  and  their  environs  and  this  usually 
constituted  his  state.  Seldom  was  it  found  that  the  ruler  held  an 
area  which  could  be  called  "Iraq"  or  "Syria",  it  was  either  a part 
of  modern-day  Iraq,  or  part  of  Iraq  and  part  of  Iran,  Syria,  etc. 

The  boundaries  of  the  dynastic  states  of  Islam  did  not  conform  to 
any  national  boundaries  as  we  know  them  today.  For  this  purposes  it 
is  best  to  refer  to  them  as  dynastic  states,  and  thus,  in  a collect- 
ion of  states,  to  collect  by  dynasty. 

The  following  list  is  an  attempt  to  compile  the  rolls  of  the  known 
Islamic  dynasties,  to  give  a general  idea  of  their  whereabouts,  and 
the  time  of  their  dominance.  Each  dynastic  state  which  is  known  to 
have  issued  a coinage  in  the  name  of  one  of  the  rulers  of  that  dynasty 
is  indicated.  Alternate  names  for  the  dynasty,  if  any  are  known, 
are  given  as  well.  No  Indian  sub -continental  dynasties  are  listed 
here,  or  Islamic  dynasties  of  South  East  Asia  or  East  Asia.  (Col- 
lectors of  one-coin-from-one-country  will  also  find  a large  number 
of  Indian  states,  Islamic  and  Hindu,  to  add  to  their  never  ending 
list  of  countries.) 

This  list  has  been  compiled  with  the  assistance  of  the  works  of 
Stanley  Lane-Poole  and  Eduard  von  Zambaur,  both  of  whom  have  publish- 
ed works  listing  the  dynasties  and  rulers  of  Islam,  and  of  the  Ency- 
clopedia of  Islam  and  some  specialized  papers  on  individual  dynasties. 
Additions  and  comments  are  welcome.

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SOME  MUSINGS  ON  STEALING  COLLECTIONS

No,  not  ideas  on  how  to  do  it.  I guess  they  are  not  necessary. 

Rather,  what  can  we  do  to  protect  ourselves,  so  that  we  can  enjoy 
our  collections  in  safety  - and  without  the  need  of  putting  them 
away  in  a bank  vault? 

The  matter  is  rather  on  my  mind  at  the  moment  because  the  head  of 
one  of  our  departments  called  me  up  last  week  to  tell  me  that  an 
album  of  stamps  our  hometown  museum  was  disposing  of  piece-meal  for 
funds  had  been  stolen,  along  with  his  entire  collection  and  sundry 
other  things  as  well.  He  had  returned  home  Sunday  night  from  a con- 
vention in  Kansas  City,  On  Tuesday  afternoon,  while  he  was  at  work, 
and  his  wife  out,  thieves  made  a clean  sweep  of  his  entire  collection, 
plus  other  items  they  noticed,  like  camera,  etc.  The  sheriff  and 
their  assistants  say  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  had  been  planned  by  ' 
someone  at  the  convention.  He  had  a superb  collection  of  U.N. 
stamps  and  covers,  as  well  as  of  Trieste.  He  had  exhibited  much 
of  these  at  the  convention. 

Similarly,  a few  years  ago,  one  of  the  members  of  our  Ancient  Coin 
Club  had  all  his  lovely  collection  stolen.  The  F.B.I.  traced  it  to 
a dealer  from  whom  he  had  done  some  purchasing.  I am  not  mention- 
ing this  to  give  our  many  fine  dealers  a black  eye,  but,  "know  your 
dealer".  The  only  good  piece  he  recovered  was  a coin  the  dealer  had 
given  his  wife  for  Christmas.  The  most  valuable  part  of  the  collec- 
tion, it  turned  out,  had  been  disposed  of  in  California,  within 
three  days  of  the  robbery.  He  gave  up  collecting  and  the  Univer- 
sity Professor  (above)  plans  to  do  so  as  well. 

Years  ago,  my  wife  and  I had  a lovely  collection  of  denarii  (600) 
and  Byzantine  AE  (4000),  and  500  or  600  other  coins  of  the  ancients. 
We  were  afraid  to  have  them  in  the  house,  and  they  did  not  interest 
me  in  a vault.  Luckily,  the  Museum  purchased  them.  This  was  at 
somewhat  of  a loss  to  ourselves,  but  we  had  the  joy  of  still  curating 
them. 

Security  is  strict  in  the  two  systematic  collections  floors,  but 
even  so,  neither  the  campus  police,  nor  the  coordinator  of  collec- 
tions, was  satisfied.  So,  we  have  had  to  hire  a large  vault  in  the 
main  city  bank  and  keep  them  there.  It  is  somewhat  expensive  and 
when  there  is  no  longer  a budget  for  coins  or  books,  it  is  sickening 
to  see  all  that  money  go  out  for  a vault  box.  Fortunately  a generous 
friend  has  paid  for  a working  room  there.  Thus  the  collection  is 
readily  available  for  students  and  ourselves.  What  a waste  of 
time  and  energy,  however,  getting  to  and  fro,  and  so  on. 

Another  friend  in  the  city  has  a collection  of  U.S.  gold  which  was 
valued  at  one  million  ten  years  ago.  He  was  compelled  to  put  it  in 
a vault  and  occasionally  takes  out  a few  pieces  to  show  someone.  It 
was  offered  to  the  University  Museum,  but  it  was  turned  down  because 
we  could  net  insure  it,  and  had  no  place  to  keep  it.  Well,  at 
least  he  now  has  a nice  hedge  against  inflat ionl 

There  is  no  doubt  that  if  one  exhibits  at  a show,  one  should  put 
all  one's  things  in  a vault  at  once  on  getting  home.  Also,  be  very 
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careful  about  having  anything  out  for  quite  a long  while.  Talk 
very  little  about  anything  you  have,  except  to  the  collectors  whom 
you  know  well  enough  to  know  their  backgrounds.  Avoid  "bargain 
dealers"  --  if  you  don't  get  taken  by  them  somewhere  along  the  line, 
probably  your  stamps  or  coins  will.  It  is  safer  and  wiser  to  buy 
from  a well  known  firm,  and  pay  a little  more.  The  firm  is  just  as 
anxious  to  play  it  safe  as  you  are. 


If  you  are  known  as  a collector,  let  it  be  known  widely  that  you 
keep  your  collection  in  a bank  vault.  One  has  only  to  look  at 
the  many  numismatic  publications  each  week  to  see  all  the  thefts 
that  take  place,  sometimes  with  unpleasant,  even  deadly,  results. 
It  always  happens  to  the  other  guy.  Well,  it  could  happen  to  you. 
What  I have  to  say  is  good  for  coins  or  stamps. 


Sometimes  I long  for  my  aunt's  old  house  in  Turkey.  It  was  frame, 
like  ours  here.  But  the  back  and  front  doors  were  all  made  of  iron 
with  heavy  bolts,  as  well  as  a lock.  Every  window  downstairs  not  only 
had  wooden  shutters,  but  was  heavily  barred.  Upstairs,  all  the 
windows  had  heavy  wooden  shutters.  In  the  city,  many  of  the  old 
time  houses  had  iron  shutters  for  all  the  ground  floor  windows. 


My  wife  and  I miss  our  collections.  How  often  when  I am  writing,  I 
would  like  to  have  certain  pieces  at  hand,  whether  at  home,  or  in 
the  Museum  office  (it  takes  3 keys  to  get  into  it,  and  only  3 people 
have  the  final  key) . So,  I must  go  to  the  bank  vault  downtown,  and 
it  is  only  open  limited  hours,  and  of  course,  never  on  Saturday 
afternoons  or  Sunday,  when  it  would  be  most  enjoyable. 


But  at  least  the  collection  is  safe,  and  I can  sleep  nights. 


COIN  LEGENDS  TV 
by  David  Block 


Abbreviated  legends  on  coins  can  be  difficult  or  impossible.  A 
classic  case  is  a curious  Roman  coin  from  the  time  of  Emperor  Aurelian. 
One  side  is  the  typical  obverse  of  an  antoninianus  with  a normal  in- 
scription of  Aurelian;  the  other  side  is  another  head,  named  as 
Vabalathus.  The  problem  comes  from  the  series  of  letters  following 
his  name,  VCRIMDR.  Several  different  proposals  have  been  made  for 
expanding  this  into  a series  of  Latin  words  which  make  sense.  From 
the  Roman  historians  we  learn  that  Vabalathus  was  a ruler  in  and 
around  Palmyra.  He  came  to  power  during  the  confusion  following  the 
death  of  Valerian  and  maintained  his  position  when  Aurelian  recon- 
structed the  empire.  The  letters  most  likely  stand  for  titles  he 
was  granted  and  agreement  is  fairly  general  that  VC  should  be  ex- 
panded to  VIR  CLARISSIMUS  (most  illustrious  man).  There  are  several 
guesses  about  the  remaining  letters,  none  of  them  convincing.  Cohen 
lists  all  the  conjectures  he  could  find,  then  suggests  that  the 
reader  take  his  pick  of  them.

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FIRST  TYPE 
PURE  NICKEL 
COIN

Huntington  Alloys 
is  a manufacturer  of  high  nickel  alloys  and  is  presently  under  con- 
tract with  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  for  nickel  strip  ultimately  used 
in  part  of  their  pure  nickel  coinage  production.) 


The  obverse  of  this  coin 
shows  a head  of  Helvetia 
facing  right.  The  reverse 
indicates  the  value  in  a 
wreath  of  leaves.  The 
coin  is  17.0  mm  in  diameter  with  weight  of  2.0  grams.  It  is  1.1  mm 
thick  and  has  a plain  edge.  There  were  1 million  of  these  coins 
struck  in  l88l.  From  l88l  this  same  type  coin  was  struck  in  pure 
nickel  composition  up  to  and  including  the  year  1938* 


Ninety-five  years  ago,  the 
first  type  pure  nickel 
coin  ever  produced  in  the 
world  was  issued.  This 
was  the  Swiss  20  rappen 
(centimes)  dated  l88l. 
During  this  year,  Switzer- 
land also  became  the  first 
country  to  mint  a coin  of 
pure  nickel  composition. 

A pure  nickel  coin  is  a 
coin  made  from  a commerci- 
ally pure  nickel  alloy.  A 
commercially  pure  nickel 
alloy  will  nominally  con- 
tain 99.5 io  nickel. 


The  idea  of  using  nickel  for  coinage  is  not  of  recent  origin.  Coins 
containing  nickel  date  back  to  235  BC.  These  were  the  coins  minted 
in  Bactria,  an  ancient  kingdom  situated  north  of  present-day  Afghani- 
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stan.  The  Greeks  under  Alexander  the  Great  superimposed  their  civil- 
ization upon  it  and  copper  nickel  coins  were  issued  during  their 
reign  of  sub-kings.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  metal  was  import- 
ed in  a prepared  form  from  China.  It  is  a wellknown  fact  that  the 
Chinese  were  skillful  at  a very  early  period  in  the  art  of  reducing 
metallic  ores  and  in  melting  and  casting  metals. 


It  was  not  until  the  year  1850  though  that  Switzerland  produced  the 
first  modem  coins  containing  any  nickel  at  all.  These  coins  were 
the  5,  10  and  20  centimes  containing  copper,  nickel,  zinc  and  silver. 
This  composition  was  known  then  as  nickel  silver.  This  composition 
as  it  is  now  known  is  normally  very  easily  worked,  but  in  1850  Switz- 
erland found  that  the  above  compositional  alloy  proved  to  be  intract- 
able probably  because  silver  and  nickel  are  miscible.  Nevertheless, 
these  coins  remained  in  circulation  for  some  years  until  Switzerland 
decided  in  l88l  to  issue  the  first  nickel  type  coin. 


Nickel  is  bright  in  appearance,  white  in  color  with  a high  optical 
reflectivity  of  about  65%  * It  retains  its  high  polish  permanently 
against  oxidizing  exposure  to  moisture,  oxidation  or  oxidizing  gases 
and  solutions. 


Nickel  differs  from  all  other  metals  excepting  cobalt  and  iron  in 
the  fact  that  it  is  subject  to  magnetic  attraction.  Spurious  coins 
made  of  a metal  or  alloy  to  pass  as  nickel  can  therefore  be  easily 
detected  by  means  of  a magnet.  Nickel  coins  have  a very  slight  ring 
which  is  distinctly  different  from  that  of  both  bronze  and  silver 
coins.  Their  weight  lies  between  bronze  and  silver  coins  of  the  same 
size.  Not  the  least  attractive  feature  of  pure  nickel  coins  is  their 
pleasing  "feel"  when  handled.  Although  this  quality  cannot  be  pre- 
cisely defined,  it  is  nevertheless  a characteristic  which  lends  pres- 
tige to  a coin. 


It  is  well  known  that  money  is  a fertile  medium  for  the  transmission 
of  several  diseases  to  which  human  nature  is  prone.  This  danger, 
though  it  cannot  be  wholly  avoided  so  long  as  money  passes  from  hand 
to  hand,  can  nevertheless  be  minimized.  The  harder  the  metal,  and 
the  more  lustrous  a surface  it  will  keep  in  circulation,  the  less 
risk  is  there  of  disease  germs  and  spores  being  carried  by  it. 

Bronze  coins  are  particularly  bad  in  this  respect  for  being  highly  sub- 
ject to  corrosion  they  become  clogged  with  dirt  which  harbours  the 
germs.  Pure  nickel  retains  its  cleanliness  of  surface  longer  than 
silver,  and  is,  of  course,  incomparably  superior  to  bronze.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  paper  money  is  the  most  unhygienic  form  of 
currency. 

Since  l88l,  there  have  been  more  than  76  countries  of  the  world  who 
have  followed  suit  and  issued  pure  nickel  coinage  with  more  than  295 
different  types  to  collect  from,  four  of  which  are  considered  by  numis- 
matists as  rare. 


Nickel  (along  with  gold)  is  unique  in  that  it  is  the  only  metal  that 
has  proved  satisfactory  for  coinage  in  its  pure  state.  This  certainly 
holds  true  for  the  Swiss  20  Centimes  dated  l88l.  Compared  to  other 
coinage  of  its  own  age,  it  remains  to  be  a beautiful,  lustrous  coin 
with  details  still  visible  and  after  95  years  of  wear  in  circulation.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

THE  EARLY  INDO -GREEKS  AND  THEIR  ANTECEDENTS:  Alexander  the  Great, 

the  Satraps  of  Egypt,  Babylon,  Ecbatana,  Bactra  and  Kapisa:  the 

Seleucids:  circa  300-150  B.C.,  by  Michael  Mitchiner.  12  x 8-l/2 

inches,  142  pp.  and  60  halftone  plates  containing  about  1000  coin 
photographs,  paperbound.  Hawkins  Publications,  London,  England  1975 
(released  January  1976).  Subscription  price  $25-00,  after  April  15, 
$37-50.  (individual  volumes  will  be  available  at  a slightly  higher 
price . ) 

This  is  the  first  volume  of  a nine  volume  work  which  Dr.  Mitchiner 
has  completed  on  Indo-Greek  and  Indo-Scythian  Coinage.  The  scope  of 
the  first  volume  is  best  summarized  by  listing  the  contents  of  the 
four  chapters.  I.  Indo-Greek  antecedents:  Coinage  of  the  Macedonian 

Seleucid  period  in  the  Eastern  Satrapies.  II.  The  Diodoti,  founders 
of  the  Bactrian  Kingdom:  pre-256  to  c.230  B.C.  III.  Greek  expansion 

south  of  the  Hindu  Kush,  circa  230  to  171  B.C.  IV-  The  Greek  con- 
quest of  N.  Pakistan  and  the  rest  of  Eucratides,  which  includes  the 
dates  of  Eucratides’  reign  (c.171  to  135  B.C.);  Bactria  divided  C.171 
to  168  B.C.;  Eucratides  in  Bactria;  Antimachos  and  colleagues  in  the 
south,  c.  168- 160  B.C.;  Apogee  of  Eucratides’  reign  c.  160-135  B.C. 
Antimachos,  Agathocles  and  Pantaleon  in  the  South;  c.171-160  B.C., 
and  Eucratides  occupation  of  the  Southern provinces  c.160  B.C. 

Each  chapter  contains  a catalogue  of  coins.  I.  - types  1-62;  II.  - 
types  63-83;  III.  - types  84-123;  IV.  - 124-202.  12  tables  are 

throughout  the  work  covering  such  subjects  as  metrology,  control 
marks,  genealogical  tables,  scripts  used  on  early  Indo-Greek  coins. 
Also  included  are  6 maps.  There  are  selected  references. 

It  will  be  possible  to  publish  a critical  review  of  this  volume  at  a 
later  date,  meanwhile  a word  about  the  complete  work  in  nine  volumes 
which  is  expected  to  be  published  by  April  1977 : 

It  is  the  most  important  numismatic  work  ever  published  on  Indo-Greek 
and  Scythian  coinage  and  an  unprecedented  amount  of  information  has 
been  gathered  together  from  many  sources.  Ten  thousand  photographs 
illustrate  the  history  of  coinage  in  Afghanistan  and  Pakistan  during 
the  five  centuries  that  elapsed  from  the  coming  of  Greek  culture  with 
Alexander  the  Great  in  330  B.C.  until  the  foundation  of  the  Sassanian 
Empire  by  Ardeshir  in  A.D.  226. 

Many  coins  are  illustrated  for  the  first  time  and  numerous  hitherto 
unrecorded  issues  are  presented;  a full  description  of  each  issue 
being  placed  alongside  the  relevant  photographs.  The  wealth  of  new 
material  has  enabled  Dr.  Mitchiner  to  draw  many  new  conclusions  about 
the  history  of  this  region.  These  are  contained  in  an  easily  read 
text  that  is  amplified  by  numerous  maps  and  tables.  This  presentation 
of  a particularly  interesting  period  in  Greek  and  Indian  history 
should  be  of  considerable  interest  to  collectors,  historians  and 
archaelogists  alike.
